Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued with regards to claims 33 
and 36 that Taylor does not teach a field adjustable predetermined quantity that is adjustable over a continuous range of tensile force 
quantities. Applicant further argues that Taylor teaches incrementally adjusting the compresive force of release spring 16 in 1000 lb 
increments. The examiner first notes that the degree of "incremental" change taught by Taylor has been read to be continuous over the 
range of the tool as the claim merely recites a "continuous range" which does not means over consecutive valves, i.e. 1,2,3, etc., but only 
values over which an operation or function will work. This is clearly taught by Taylor. Further, Taylor does not specifically state that the 
increments are 1000 lbs, this is presented as an example. 
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
